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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts for July, 1978, through January, 1979, (the first 
seven months of the current fiscal year) increased 16.18 percent over the compar- 
able fiscal period. 

Total general revenue receipts for the new reporting period were 
$829,546,990. This represents an increase of $115,548,055. 

This gain is consistent with inflationary related boosts in general revenue re- 
ceipts that have been recorded during each of the preceding months of the 1978- 
79 fiscal year. The Office of Administration has projected an 11.65 percent in- 
crease in general revenue receipts for the entire fiscal year ending June 30. 

Of the specific categories of general revenue receipts, individual income 
taxes showed the largest gain, 14.67 percent, on collections totaling $285,163,129. 

Corporate income tax receipts increased 14.27 percent. The gain was made 
on collections totaling $52,606,851. 

Sales tax receipts were up 11.70 percent and totaled $405,088,970. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $15,737,368 and were up 
5.15 percent. The increase is the continuation of a steady climb in receipts in this 
category, which recorded a marked decline last year.
